Dear Sirs: 

My name is «True_Name», I am a white male born in the state of «De_Jure_State_Title», 

on , 19 , of white parents. While a juvenile I was told to get a Social 

Security Number so that I could obtain work. I was never informed by anyone that I did not have to 
get a Social Security number, if I was not a U.S. citizen. By mistake, coercion, misrepresentation, 

and intimidation, I obtained Social Security number «Soc_Sec 1». I have relocated my domicile 

and changed my Citizenship to the «De_Jure_State_Title» Republic. 

I have never been a U.S. citizen under the so-called 14 th Amendment. Based upon Revenue 
Ruling 57-576, on page 978, which states in part: 

"It is the position of the Internal Revenue Service that, since coverage under the 
social security program pursuant to the provisions of section 3121(1) of the 
Federal Contributions Act is limited to United States citizens, coverage with 
respect to a United States citizen covered by an agreement would cease on the 
date which he becomes a citizen of a foreign country." 

The United States Congress has again recently (November 19, 1988), defined all of the 
states of the union as countries (see 102 Stat. 4672 codified at 28 U.S.C.A. 297). Thus I have never 
been a U.S. citizen, and have always from birth been a Citizen of one of the freely associated 
compact states. 

Revenue Ruling 57-576, goes on further to state that such taxes collected are considered as 
overpayment and may be refunded to such foreign Citizen. See section 36.3121(1)(7)-1. 

Therefore I am requesting that you remove my name from the number that I obtained 
erroneously, and to refund all F.I.C.A. taxes that were withheld through error and mistake.
